REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


en 


To the citizens of Sutton: 


The work of the school year closing February 17 has been 
somewhat unusual in some respects. 

The year opened March 28 with seven schools in session. 
At the close of the spring term there were three of the 
pupils in the Poplar Division who graduated, leaving only 
four—and two of those under eight years of age. It was 
thought best to take those into the Center Division. At 
the North Division there were left after graduation, only 
about twenty pupils in both departments. Consequently 
the Primary room was closed and both grades accommodated 
in the larger room. The pupils in the Mountain Division 
were conveyed to the North Division for two terms. At 
the commencement of the winter term there being two 
more pupils living still farther away and it seeming utterly 
impossible to have them satisfactorily conveyed, we were 
compelled to open a school, for that term, at least, in that 
division. You can readily see that by having those three 
schools of one term each would bring our average number 
of weeks much less than is really true—as by the trans- 
fering from one school to another each pupil of school age 
has had the privilege of at least thirty-four weeks’ school- 
ing. Seven different teachers have been employed, Mrs. 
Coburn being transferred from the North Primary at its 
close to the South Division, and Miss Andrews from the 
Poplar to the Mountain Division. The largest number of 
pupils in any one school was 21. The smallest, 4. 

The number registered in all the schools was 93; and the 
number attending school not less than two weeks was 93. 
The average attendance 87. We wish to impress upon the 
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parents the importance of visiting the schools as often as 
convenient and thus not only encourage the pupils, but 
see for yourselves what work they are accomplishing, rather 
than trust to hearsay, which, we think, we have all learned 
is not always reliable. | 

There has been 335 visits from the parents and citizens 
and 57 from the school board. 

In accordance with the law of 1909 we submit the fol- 
lowing estimate of money needed to meet the statutory 
obligations of the district for the coming year: 





For high school tuition, $500.00 
For books and supplies, 100.00 
Total, $600.00 


Every pupil has taken reading, spelling, both oral and 
written, and number work, some of the younger children 
showing remarkable efficiency and advancement in their 
work. All other studies required have received their due 
share of attention. We have been very much pleased to 
see the earnestness and zeal which some of the pupils have 
manifested in their school work during the year, and we 
prophecy good results for them if they still continue in 
school. |
